THE LORD DID IT. 


That was a queer little sermon from the 


White Ilouse that Harrison poured into 
Quay's astounded ears a few days ago. The 
magnate from Pennsylvania had been to see 
the president. 
He didn't call for the pur- 


pose of consulting about the contents of the 
next message. 
Neither did he inquire 


about Baby McKee's health. The question 
that carried Quay to the executive mansion 
related entirely to the distribution of the 
spoils. The Pennsylvania gentleman has 
got it into his head that he ought to be 
allowed to say a great deal when it comes 
to naming the new officials that are the in- 
cidents of the idea of civil service leform 
that now prevails. The rank and file of 
the republican parly do not hesitate to say 
that Quay has about the proper idea of his 
own importance in such matters. 
But It 


seems that Harrison has not been willing to 
fall in with this line of thought. He has 
on several occasions given indications that 
he regards Harrison as a pretty big man. 
The president seems to be conscious that 
this estimate of himself has been ques- 
tioned by a great many people. As is very 
natural, this consciousness makes him stub- 
born. 
•-•sXow Quay has no sympathy with this 
idea of Harrison's. The same is true of that 
large body of republicans -who regard them- 
selves as being, in some way, in the regu- 
lar line of promotion. .Some of these have 
risked their lungs in the cause of the re- 
publican party, while others have thrown 
their pocketbooks into the delicate scale 
that was to measure a question of political 
economy. It will be remembered that sev- 
eral of Quay's friends, headed by Waua- 
raaker, raised a little purse of 5000,000 with 
which to convince a Jot of hungry fellows 
in Brooldyfftbat a protective tax amount- 
ing to 47 per cent, was a great and glorious 
thing. This 3500,000 argument, judiciously 
applied, convinced several of these men 
that there was at least temporary relief in 
the old order of things. When the whole 
thing was successfully completed, Quay 
began to think that he ought to be re- 
warded. 


He called upon Harrison for the purpose 


of presenting the situation in this light. 
The president heard him to the end, and 
must have seen that the case was a strong 
one. He began to wonder how Mr. Harri- 
son could figure in this thing at all. He 
was in a tight place, and, after the manner 
of the ancient playwrights, 112 saw no way 
to straighten matters, except to call in the 
supernatural. So he turned to Mr. Quay 
and gave him a sound lecture for assuming 
that any man from Pennsylvania could 
have played an important part in the late 
election. Quay probably became a little 
nettled, and sarcastically inquired what the 
Indiana accident did toward the result of 
that election. 
Harrison at once saw that 


his efforts would not appear of much con- 
sequence when set against those of the 
Pennsylvania senator. Thereupon the pres- 
ident informed Quay that neither of them 
had anything to do toward bringing about 
the result of last fall's election, but that 
"the Lord did it," Quay fell on the floor 
and had to be carried out. 


But this little scene gives us Harrison's 


idea of himself. 
He and the Lord have 


gone into partnership. 
The old idea of 


anointed families has been coursing through 


j another light,_\vas really a clever one. The 


idea was to show Quay thin he hud no hand 
in the work of the last election. 
Whou in 


inspired tones the president announced that 
'the Lord did it," Quay's claims were dis- 
posed of forever. The emp}rean Might of 
n wildly insaiio imagination could never 
iiuku Quay a member in such a partnership. 
Wlirn informed that tha lx>rd was in th« 
last election the man from Pennsylvania 
knew that his jig was up. There was noth- 
ing for him but to retire as hastily and com- 
pletely as possible. He has no further bus- 
iness at the White Ilouse. If the Lord is 
in that crowd, Quay knows that the busi- 
ness fitting his talents is to be found in 
some other place. Ha can now go back to 
Dudley, tell him of the great case of mis- 
taken identity, pnll up stakes and move out 
of this heavenly kingdom. 


But what a great rumpus there will be 


when the news is carried to the men who 
put up their money. 
Just think of the 


number of "blocks of-five" that were bought, 
all to no purpose. And will AVanamakei 
return that ton of boodle that he collected 
upon representations of urgent necessity? 
The Lord was in it and so the sacrifices of 
the black angels could not have counted for 
anything. We can't suppose that the five- 
dollar bills that were scattered over Indiana 
were messages from Heaven. 
If none were 


scattered, then Quay did nothing. If they 
were used, it was sacrilege in such a cam- 
paign, and the case of the man from Penn- 
sylvania becomes still more hopeless. Mr. 
Quay thought he was a very smart man, but 
how foolish time shows him to have been. 


THE UEVIEW has accomodated The De- 


spatch with a good deal of time and space 
in the discussion of the negro in the south. 
Now reciprocity is almost a journalistic' 
virtue, and we are all anxious to se« Tlie 
Despatch make'a beginning in the virtuous 
line.

Now let us take it up and show that we 
know something of cur own affairs.
